Funeral Held 
Friday 

One of Coleman's First 

Settlers; Came To Pass in 

Covered Wagon in 1898. 

Death quietly closed the eyes 
of West Sherman Parish, bach¬ 
elor, 87 years, after a brief ill¬ 
ness, in the local Miner’s Union 
hospital at 4.30 p.m., Wednes¬ 
day, July 28, thus severing the 
district’s oldest link with the 
past. 

The deceased was ill for only 
a week and was admitted to the 
hospital on Tuesday, the day 
before he passed away. 

Born in Kansas City in 1861 
he travelled to Canada and 
Coleman by covered wagon and 
a six-horse team arriving here 
in 1898. He homesteaded about 
three miles west of Coleman 
where he ran a large herd of 
cattle up until 1938 when he re¬ 
tired. He was still living on his 
old homestead at the time of 
his death. 

Mr. Parish spent much of his 
spare time hunting and trap¬ 
ping at which he was an expert. 
The creek running through his 
property and directly by his 
door has been nicknamed 
through the years as Parish’s 
Creek although the official name 
is Allyson Creek. 

The deceased is quoted in 
saying that when he arrived in 
the Pass you could shoot wild 
game such as deer and goat 
from his back door. The nearest 
store in those days was at Mac- 
leod and it took a week to get 
supplies. 

Funeral services were held 
from the Salvation Army Cite- 
del, Friday at 2 p.m. with inter¬ 
ment in the Union Cemetery. 
Pallbearers were Wm. Brown, 
Wm. Hoggan, Herb McGillivray, 
Wm. Antle, Harry Boulton and 
Jim McGilligan. 

The only surviving member 
of the family is a brother Tedro 
who is thought to be living 
somewhere in Texas. All at¬ 
tempts to contact him were in 
vain.

Record Crowd Attended Coleman 

Rodeo To Make It An Outstanding 

Success; Many Top Riders Entered 
* • • 

Parade Stretched Almost Three-Quarters Of A 
Mile And Ranked High Among Former Outstand¬ 
ing Parades; Many Indians Entered. 


Everything that the Rodeo 
executive and citizens had 
hoped for happened on Satur¬ 
day. The weather was well nigh 
perfect; the parade ranked with 
the best ever seen locally, the 
spectators lined both sides, of— 
the street four to five deep, a re¬ 
cord number of citizens and vis¬ 
itors thronged through the 
turnstiles to witness the Rodeo, 
the Rode-j itself was exception¬ 
ally good the animals putting 
up stiff fights every time out 
and the riders, led by world 
champion bronc rider Carl Ol¬ 
sen, rode like the champions 
they are. 

Saturday morning dawned 
with light fleecy clouds riding 
high m the sky and the wind 
velocity was nil. As ten o’clock 
urew near several hundred spec¬ 
tators were lining the streets to 
listen to the large Michel-Natal 
brass band led by its two nat¬ 
tily attired and smart stepping 
majorettes play snappy march¬ 
ing music. At 10 a.m. the three 
Queen candidates, the Rodeo 
Queen committee, Mayor Frank 
Aboussafy, Sgt. S. M. Murray 
and Rodeo chairman L. S. Rich¬ 
ards stepped onto a specially 
decorated float. Mayor Abous¬ 
safy told of the work of the 
committees engaged in working 
in the Rodeo and personally in¬ 
troduced Mr. Richards and the 
Queen committee of J. Drew, H. 
Weltens, J. Gillespie and T. Hol¬ 
stead. 

Sgt. Murray was called upon 
to announce the 1948 Rodeo 
Queen. He revealed that 28,833 
tickets had been sold and that 
Miss Ann Kuchtyn, Polish Soci¬ 
ety candidate, led her closest 
rival by 1,959 votes. Runners up 
were Miss Millie Bubniak and 
Miss Doreen Jenkins. 

1947 Rodeo Queen then 
crowned the new Queen with 
her hat of office and placed a 
breast ribbon bearing the in¬ 
scription Coleman Rodeo Queen 
1948. The Ladies - in - waiting 
were each presented with hats. 

In addition handsome prizes 
were later given the three young 
ladies. 

At 10.45 the parade started to 
form in West Coleman. Judges 
of various competitions includ¬ 
ed Warren Cooper, Tony McMil¬ 
lan, E. Salvador, H. Drew, 
Arthur and Frank Graham and 
Mrs. W. Beck.

THERE HAVE BEEN MANY INDICATIONS during the past few 
years of the growing importance of Canada as a nation, in farming, manu¬ 
facturing, trade and other fields of endeavor, this country, in spite of itq 
relatively small population, has advanced to a foremost position in inter¬ 
national affairs. Credit is due to those who have worked to bring prestige 
to Canada in industry and science, but there are also many who have 
brought honor to the country in the fields of art and literature. In this 
connection, jt was recently announced that Canada now has a list of its 
own "100‘ best books", which has been compiled at the request of the Arts 
and Letters Section of the United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cul¬ 
tural Organization. 


OTTAWA.—The Bureaii of Statis¬ 
tics has turned out a gloomy report 
on the butter situation. 

It showed that total supply of gut¬ 
ter—creamery, dairy and whey - in 
Canada now is approximately 03,- 
000,000 pounds, down 10,500,000 
pounds from the supply position a 
year ago.
